OiircAtio, May 4. — President Cleveland 


mid Semi tor John M. Palmer euclt re- 
ceived a "jacketing" at the hand a of ex- 
GongresEman W. J. liryan of Nebraska 
at the Democratic free silver county 
convention today, and each of them 
were pulled over the coals. Delegates 
signified ttieir approval by round after 
round of applause. Comptroller of the 
Currency Eukuls was also the target for 
Air. .Bryan's arrows, and his tliruete 
were evidently regarded aa center-shots 
by the delegates, as they yelled with de- 
light. 


The convention adopted a 16 to 1 


platform out and out, and elected dele- 
gates to the Hprinylield convention, 


Ex-Jmlyc S. P. JMuConnell was made 


temporary chairman, Ha said during 
hie speech : 


"The I'reBidunt of the United States, 


the man who was elected by Democratic 
fmnchleu, li'ia repudiated the Democratic 
party fapplanee and cries ot 'right.') \Ve 
repudiate liim [applause]. M'e stand on 
the platform of 1802, We are in favor 
of tlie restoration 'of silver, as wo de- 
clared then." 


JIo then scorched Senator Palmer for 


his attitude on the money question and 
was wildly rliuored at the conclusion of 
lus remarks. 


Kx-Congrvseman W. J. l!ryan of Ne- 


braska came next. He Bald in part: 
"Wo are not here to denounce tlie Presi- 
dent of the United States. We ure not 
iiuro because we love him ICBS, but be- 
cause we love our country more [loud ap- 
plause.] Wo are not here to say any- 
thing acainat the rights of individual 
opinion, either of the chief executive or 
of tin) humblest citizens, hut wo are 
hero to protest against tho language 
used in a letter written by Urpvur Cleve- 
land, published in tins morning papers, 
imiiaUini: that it is indecent for a man 
to hold office under this administration 
without bowing to the dictatorship of 
tho head ot' it. 


"Tim is the Urst oMicial declaration, 


my friends, that to hold otllce under this 
imiuiiiialiiuiv'ii, which forbade tlie Dem- 
ocrats from interfering in politics to do- 
feat a Republican, It ia the lirst announcu- 
jnunt that Democratic o I lice-hold ing de- 
pends on tho willingness to nn,iit Demo- 
crats when they could not fight llepub- 
I leans." [Applause.]

ORIGINAL OWNERS. 


Conclusions llcaelicd That the Mine 


Docs Not Kifflitfullv Ueloiiff 


to Ilimia. 


SAN KUANCISCG, May -1.—Colonel Da 


Burns, ex-politician, is not going to re 
main long in undisputed possession o 
the rich La Candclnria mine in the Mex- 
ican state of Dnrango. Tlie opinions ol 
prominent, lawyers have been obtained 
upon the rights of ownership under tho 
Mexican laws,-and'their conclusions are 
that the mine does not, rightfully belong 
to Fiiirns, but to the original La Ganda 
laria mining company, organized in Sai 
Francisco as far back as 1863. 


At the present time preparations are 


being made in this city to bring suit in 
the highest tribunal of Mexico for the 
purpose of regaining possession of the 
mine. Burns will be the defendant,and 
this time he will be compelled to main- 
tain the legality of his title or forfeit the 
property for ever.

Grain Attacked by the Aphis. 
STOCKTON, May 4.—Reporta received 


here are to the efl'cct that the Aphis, an 
insect that attacks the roots of grain and 
causea the stalks to look exactly as if 
rust had attacked them, has made its 
appearance throughout the San Joaquin 
valley nnd great damage is ieared from 
it. The insect ia doing much damage in 
this county, hut it is much worse to the 
south, Mr. Fos, an extensive rancher 
of Stanislaus county, says that 300 acres 
of wheat will be destroyed by tho insect. 
The Aphia is a plant louse and attacks 
only unhealthy grain. When the at- 
mospheric conditions -,that render the 
plant unhealthy disappear the Aphis 
also disappears. 


Arrested for Seduction. 


WOODLAND, Gal., May 4.—E. C. 5Cane, 


superintendent of the Yolo orchard, 
prominent in business and society, baa 
been arrested, charged with seduction 
under promise of maniage. The young 
lady, who is also prominent and highly 
respected, ia now in a hospital in San 
Francisco. Kane refused to marry her, 
and his arrest followed. It ia difficult to 
restrain tho girl's father from doing per- 
eonal violence to Zane. The district at- 
torney haa passed Zane'a examination 
until the prosecuting witness is able to 
appear.

Bunco Men Held to Answer. 


STOCKTON, May 4.—Dr. Green and 


Judge Gray of Alameda county and 
plain Mr. Smith of anywhere, the three 
bunco men who got away with $2000 ol 
Jacob Brack's money in this county 
were today held to anawer before the 
superior court to a charge of grand lar- 
ceny. The examination consumed threo 
dayi. Bail waa fixed at $ 10,000 in each 
case by Justice Parker, but all of the 
men went back to jail, being unable to 
furnish it. 


ed possession of the mine in 
Green and Lewis M. Bareon organized 
the Oandalaria company in San Francis- 
co, but there being no contract Green 
and Buraon got control of the mine.

ernor of Durango, and they succeeded 
in having the mine denounced as aban- 
doned. Juat as aoon aa the property 
was thus confiscated to the state. Burns 
took possession personally and when 
Colnmbua Waterhoiiee went there later 
on he was told by Burns: "I own this 
mine."

and it is thought probable that he is al 
ready in possession of instructions t 
that effect from Earl Spencer, first-Ion 
ot the admirality. 
Itia understood here that tho othe 


items in the original ultimatum of Grea 
Britain will all be aettled by Grea 
Britain. 
Cablo messages have beei 


constantly paaaing and rupassint; durin 
the ilay between Senor Medina in Lou 
don and President Zelaya of Nicaragua 
lu tho first of the messages receive 
earlv in the day from London, Lor 
Kiniberly, through Senor Medina, th 
government of Great Britain stated th 
terms of the modified ultimatum. Th 
terms of the ultimatum were at once ac 
cepted by the Nicaraguan government

Thore 
is but ono sentence in tho letter to 
which I take exception. It ia tins: 
"Co-operate to tho extoni oven of one- 
half the crop, and you for co tho packers 
into somewhat of a competition to ob- 
tain the balance of tho crop." I say, 
co-operate to tho extent ol tho whole 
crop, and no half way business about it. 
Tho directors ot tho dofuuct .State of 
California Raisin Growers & Packers 
association were half unit iiiui uruwers 
and packers, nnd the result of tho coin- 
bine was n fiasco, and the consequence 
is tho growers received about half of 
what they are entitled to out of their 


Co-operate, all who uro diastitisiio:! 


,vith tbo commission put ay atom, tnen 
vott will take tlie chance out of their 
hands to favor their pet growers, who 
arc opposed to co-operation. 


Tho idea to hold for cash in the sweat 


bos is all ripht, provided tlio growers 
organize co-operutivo companiwe mid 
make complete preparations to market 
tho raiaina as soon as packed and a de- 
mand exists. Then they will ascertain 
that the commission packers are willing 
to sweat cash out of their coffor boxes 
for raisins in tho sweat box, and not be- 
fore auch an arrangement luis been con- 
eumnmtcd by tho growers. 


After tho growers have orjjam/ed Ihoir 


companies, let the presidents of the 
same constitute a board ol directors con- 
trolling the salo of raisins either to caat- 
ern buyers or, if sold to tho packers 
here, to include the whole crop of this 
year at u stipulated price and under siiuh 
sureties as the directora eeo fit to exact 
from tho packers to bind them to tueir 
airreoment. 


"Now, 
fellow growers, waste no valua- 


ble timo in drowsiness, but (jut U move 
on and orgiuii/.e and build 
packing 


houaea and equip them with necessary 
machinery to pack this year's crop. If 
you do ao you will surely u'tin double the 
i-oat of tho packing establishment on 
this year's crop. 


Growers of two or more colonies can 


unite and build a joint packing estab- 
lishment, and thereby reduce tho cost 
per capita of bnildinn and operating 
tho same. Mr. Parsons' luttpr of tho 
:id instant alao interested mo very much. 
His statement that a grower received 
^(iO per ton, and another $23 (or tho 
same quality of raisins, consigned to 
the aamo party, proves conclusively 
thnt tlio comnlission system ia wrong 
nnd unjustly manft^ed.
